Contemporanevusly with the meeings, we gave a true history of all that 
took place, or rater all that @as known to Nave taken place: bow on 
the 25th of S+prember the Emperur ot the French arrived ar Sutigard, 
at the rvilway-station of waich ¢ty he was receiveu by the aged King of 
Wurtenbery, and rewardeu his Majes'y’s courtecy wih an embrace. Llow 
then th: Ku g conducted the Emperor to the palace, snd introduced him to 
the Queen and others of the Rovul tamily, A msi immediately slterwarcs 
the folding-doors o! the ap rtment where all ths occurred were thrown 
open, and the «eet ng was aceonpis ed. Our re d +s are aware that all 
sorts of ubsurd stories were wfluat as 10 the amount of t ough’ and pre- 
parat on that lad been gv n to the arrangement of the first interview, 
so tha: the dignity of eitver tmperor should be fully regarded, and their 
respective po itions in Europe mai stained. ‘To this eud, we were told, 
their M jesties entered tre room at pet | the same moment, and, with 
an equa number of strides, advanced exactly into the centre of the floor, 
Where they clasped hands upou an equal tootung, Noth og of the kind. 
The French E uperor made haste to gree his brother, aud convinced him 
of bis fraternal sentinwents efore Alexander had taken three steps iato 
the room—exactly as represented in our engraving. “They shook hands 
very cordidiy, and their coustenaoces were made to express the greatest 
gratification at their meeting ; and they thus withdrew into a private room, 
remote trom eyes profane,” where, therefore, we cannot follow them. 

We have already mentioned the festivities which celebrated the inter. 
view. One only was lett with small record—bat then that was a volks- 
fest, x mere people’s festival. Bur the Emperots honoured it with their 
presence ; and, reoenting, we give it the hononts of pictorial illustration. 

The Wurremberg vo/ksfest 1s always held at Cannstatt on the day after 
the King’s birth-day ; aud at all times this -ight, which is kept among all 
classes in Stuttgard and the veighb urhood as a grand high ony and holi- 
day, is worth any visitor's whie goug to see, This volksfest is in our 
vernacular an agricultural show, for the main object o! i, under ordinary 
circumstances, is to be an exhibition of agtiéaitural implements and pro- 
duce, truits, flowers, horses, oxen, sheen, and swine, and a distribution of prizes 
to those fortunate peasant compelitors,to Whom special committees tor each 
of the classes of produce h ve adjudged them, The whole closes with a race. 

On this august vcerion two Hasetirn a King, « Crown Prinoe, and 
several o her Roval personaves were added to the show which they went to 
see. Their comnined suites met at one of the loveliest points on the way 
to Cannstatt. Two cavaieades of briliant eavaliots, compri ing all that 
1s most grateful to ‘he eve in the way of military pomp aud laxury of 
dress, and arms, and horses, meeting in that o@attul scenery, uuder the 
clear vault of biue, was a gloriou. spectaole, one that gained rather than 
lost by the contusion introduced inte the groups by the stravgle who should 
exc: io the courtesy of yielding precedence, Oa this as on every other 
ovewsion the Emperor Alexander insisted on the Evperor Napoleon's 
tuking precedence, as he was, im tact, the senior every way. The two 
cortégrs at length commingled, alter an endless amount of caracoling and 
rearivig, and reining aod spurring, and the combined cavalcade progeeded 
to the scene of the exhibition, preceded by the mounted Yeomanry of 
Stutigard. The universal shouting and cheering that ensued on ‘this 
pompous cavaleade en'ering the race-course—how thousands of hands and 
handkerchie s were set in action at onee, together with the throats and 
lungs of the assembled spectaturs, and how all (re bands of music stationed 
around the course b gin playing simaltanecusly all the difle ent national 
anthems of he nationalities present, cannot be descrived. We must reier

THE ACCIDENT AT THE LAUN -H OF THE LEVIATHAN. 

AN inguest has been held on the body of John Donovan, who died of 
injuries received in the attemp! to lnunch the Leviathan last week. 

Joho Don. van, it.appears, was sevevty-five sears of age. The cause of 
his death we have alresdy explained, Mr. Brunel, who gave evidence at 
the inquest, thus deseribed it :— 

“The machinery consisted main\y of two hydraulic presses, ove at each launch- 
ing way; one wae a 10 inch press, the other a 12 inch. The pressure used could 
not have exceeded 100 tons at one, and 150 attheother. At each launching say | 
was also « powerful chain tackle of 2} inches, and weighing about Scvt. afathon, 
woud round a large drum, eight t.et long, and eight teet in diameter, with 
powerful breaks. Testdes this there were large chains for the ship, fore and aft, 


carried off to moored barges, and then brevght back to the shore and »orked 
round windlisses by geam-engives, Uhere were also powerful purctivses in the | 
barges worked by steam, to asset in cage they were required; but they were not 
used. Attached to the great drums were checking chins with some ordinary 
wheel work and handles, whieh had been used for winding the chain on the drum, 
and were kept on for the purpose of unsinding the dram, if the ship 
should pot move easily; and to each drum there was at some dstarce 
behitd an ord nary crab, with @ rope tackle to assis! in overhavling 
the great chain, in the event of the ship not moving and our wishing to slack. 
The operations whieh I di-ected to teke place, aid winch led to the accident, 
were a8 fo'lows iI dir: ected a certain les gth of exch chain to be exsed out trom 
each crum, avd the breeks to be put gently on the drams, a light strain was 
then put upon the two presses, and # small strain brought fo bear ou the tackle 
onthe woendsafthe ship. As soon as the pressure from the fore presses came 
on, the ship moved more treely than I had calculates upon, and the pressure on 
the breaks was barely sufficient; that ov the orem st drum «as just sufficient, 
and ehecked the ship, wnd bur for the xecid nt at the other env we should ro- 
bably have gone on properly But the atermost drum was at rather the heaviest 
end of the ship; the pressure on the break was barely sufficient—was pot sufli- 
cient—and the sudden strain upon the chain moved the big drum a tittle beyond 
the slack which had been gven out, and by the jerk made these handles resolve 
rapidly [the decewaed being thrown eigit feet into the air), Four mew had hold | 
of toe bangles atthe time, Teno meu  apieattl belonged to these landies, of 
whom deceased #as not one; and the bulk of these men had withdrawn trom the 
hand es a directed. I ascribe the accivent to the ship having moved wore freely 
than we had expected.” 

It further appeared that the unfortunate man was not appointed to assist 
at the drums; his business was to attend at come other and simpler opera- 
tions hard by, Several workmen gave it as their opinion that the occur- 
rence was strictly accidental; avd a verdict in accordance with this evi- 
dence was returned,

Missionary Travels and Researches in South Afric a, Se. By Davip 
avinestone, LL.D, D.C.L., &e.—London: Murray. 

Dr. Livincstongr, whose account of his travels and discoveries in 
Africa is at length published, is descended trom ancestor. who for 
maby generations were farmers in Ulva, one of the Hebrides. The 
yraudfather of the Doctor was driven by stress of fortune to the neigh- 
bourhood of Glasgow, where he and his sous were employed in the 
Blantyre works, a large cotion mauulaetory on the Clyde, Dr. 
Livings\one’s uneles, when grown up, all entered ber Majesty’s service, 
cither as soldiers or sailors; but his fither remained ath J e, and carried 
oo business im humble way as a tea-desler, At ten years old our tra- 
veller was employed in the fictory as a piccer; and at this early age the 
everzy of his character, which has since made him so famous, beyan to 
show itself, tor with part of his first week's wages he bought Ruduiman’s 
* Radiments of Latin,” snd began at once to study that language. tle 
was «sisted in bes self-education by au evening schol, which met Letween 
the hours of eight and ten; and by diligent attendance at this, reading 
while he was at work, and working at his dictionary and grammar when 
other bovs played or were in bed, he was enabled to read Horace and 
Virgil at sixteen. Dr. Livingstone’s ancestors were members of the Kirk 
ol Scotland, but his father ia middie hfe seceded, and joined an Inde- 
pendent Ciurch at Hamilton, of which he became deacon, ‘The ‘amily of 
the Livingstones, for many generations, were a pious, honest race--very 
much ‘ike the family whieh Burns has deseribed in his * Cotter’s Satur- 
day Night” —living by their Isbour; and each generation handing down 
to the next the siiaple bat invaluble heritage of a iuanly aud pious in- 
tegrity ; and the outcome of all this is the erlebrated missionary traveller 
whose book lies bevore us. Early in life young Livingstone’s attention was 
drawn to the subject of missions to the heathen, and a fervent desire grew 
up in his heart to become a pioneer for Christianity in China, At mine- 
tren he was promoted to cotton-spinning. The labour was hard, but it 
was profitable; and the manner in which he spent his wages shows how 
strong was his desire to acquire knowledge, tor instead of wasting his 
money, as most young men do, he worked 10 summer at his trade, end iv 
the winter supported himself by his earnings, while he attended medic al 
and Greek classes at Glasgow, and the divinity lectures of Dr. Wardlaw, 
At length he was admitted as a licentiate of the Faculty ot Paysiciaus and 
Surgeons, and cousicering himseli qualified tor his proposed career, le 
began to think of entering upon il. But just thea the opium war was 
raving, aod it was impossitle to carry out his inteation to go 
to China. He was therefore sent to Africa as a missionary, 
under the auspices of the London Missionary Society. Le embarked 
in 1840, and left Africa in 1856, and the book now published record: 
the wonderful discoveries wich he made in the interior of Alrics 
in that interval of sixteen years. Dr. Livingstone’s “station” war Kolobeng, 
about 200 miles north of Kuroman, where the venerable Rober! Moffat 
resides, and a,ont 1,000 miles from Cape Town, Here our traveller built 
him a house, where he resided for seven years, married Mr. Moffut’s 
daughter, and assiduously laboured asa missionary, * What his success was 
in converting the heathen he does not teli us ; but of one thing we may ve 
sure, that le left them better than he fouud them. Fora man who, in 
addition to teaching the sublimest truths, could build a house, weld iron, 
knew the arts of carpeutering aud gardening, and wiose wife could make 
soap, candles, and clothes, could hardly reside seven years amo: gat the 
lowes! savages without leaving behind him a blessing. Aud besides, Dr. Liv 
ingstone held very eulightened views as to the duties of a missovary, as 
the following pas-age trom his book will show :—* Sending the Gosnel to 
the heathen must include uch more than is implied in the usual pie ure 
of a missionary, namely, a man going about with a Bible uoder bis arm 
The promo'ion of commerce ought to be specially attended to, as this nore 
specdily than anything else demolishes that sense of isolation whieh hea- 
thenism engenders, aud makes the tribes feel themselves mutually dependent 
on and mutually beneficent to esch other.’ And lower down he says— 
“ Neither cvilisation nor Christianity can be promoted alone.” It was ov 
his journey to Kolobeng, to settle there, that Dr. Livingstone had his ren- 
contre with a hon, which was very near cutting short his career at the 
beginuing. ‘The following is his own sccount of this adventure :— 

“We found the lions on a smail hill about a quarter of a mile in length, and 
covered with trees, A cireje of men was formed round it, and they gradually 
closed up, ascending pretty vear to exch other. Being down below on the pla 
with a native schoolmaster, named Mebalwe, a most excelient man, L saw one of 
the hons sitting om a piece of rock within the now closed circle of men. Mebulwe 
fired at him betore I could, and the ball struck the rock on which the animal wae 
sitting. He bit at the spot struck, as a dog does at a stick or stove thrown at 
him; then leaping away, broke through the opening circle, and escaped unhurt. 
The men were efraid to attack him, perhaps ob account of their beiief in witeh- 
craft. When the circle was re-formed, we eaw two other lions init; but we were 
afraid to fire lest we should strike the men, and they allowed the beasrs to burst 
through also. It the Bakatla had acted according to the custom of the country, 
they would have speared the lioos in their attempt to get out. Seeing we co 
not get them to killone of the lions, we bent our footsteps towards the villace. 
In going round the end of the jill, however, | saw one of the beasts sitting on» 
piece of rock as before, but this time he had a little bush in front. Being about 
thirty yards off, 1 took a good aim at his body through the bush, and fired both 
barre!s into it. The men then called out, ‘He is shot, he is shot!" Others cried, 
“He has been shot by another man too; let us goto hin!’ 1 did not see any- 
one else shoot at him, but I saw the lion’s tail erected in anger behind the busi, 
and, turning to the people, said, ‘Stop a little till 1 load again’ Wheaiin the 
act of ramming down the bullets, I heard a shout. Starting, and looking haif 
round, 1 saw the lion just in the act of springing upon me. I was upoma little 
height; he caught my shoulder as he sprang, and we bot) came to the ground 
below together. Growling horribly close to my ear, le shook we us a terrict 
dog does a rat. The shock produced a stupor similar to that which seems to be 
felt by a mouse ufter the first shake of the cat. It caused a sort of dreawiness, 
in which there was no sense of pain nor feeling of terror, though quite couscious 
of all that was happening. It was like what patients partially under the im- 
fluence of chloroform deseribe, who see all the operation, but feel not the knife. 
This singular condition was not the result of auy mental process, The sliake 
angililated fear, and allowed no sense of horror in looking ronud at the beast. 
‘This peculiar state is probably produced in all animals killed by the carnivora; 
and ii so, is @ merciful provision by our benevolent Creator for lessening tlhe 
pam of death. Turning round to reieve myself of the weight, as he had ove 

aw On the back of my bead, I saw his eyes directed to Mebalwe, who was trying 
o shoot him at a distance of ten or filteen yards, His gun, a flint ove, misseu 
fire in both barrels; tie lion immeditely left me, and, attacking Mehatee, bis 
hfs thigh. Another man, whose life I hau saved before, atter he liad been (ossed 
by a buffalo, attempted to spear the tion while he was bitivg Mebalve. He left 
Mebalwe, and caugit this man by the shoulder; but at that moment (he bulleis 
he bad received took effect, and he fell doan dead. The whole wes the work of 
a few moments, and must have been his paroxysm of dying rege. In order to 
take out the charm from him, the Bakatla on the folloxing aay made a tive 
bontice over tie carcass, which was declared to be thar of the largest lion thes 
had ever seen, Besides crunching the bone into splinters, he leit eleven teeth 
wounds on the upper part of my arm.” 

It was on the Ls! of June, 1849, that Dr. Livingstone started northward 
in company with Messrs. Oswell aod Murray on his first journey of dis- 
covery. Their object was to find the great Lake Ngai, which reports 
from the natives confidently silicmed existed on the other side o! the great 
desert of Kelahari, but which no European liad ever seen. The travellers 
soon after starting entered the desert, skirted its western edge, and 
alter great hardship came on the 4th of July to the River Zouga, which 
the trendly natives told them came oat of the Ngami, and on the 
Ist of August stood on the banks of this magnificent body of water. 
From Kolobeng to the Nyami is 300 miles... The take is 2,000 feet ab: ve 
the sea, and its cireumference is irom 70 to 100 miles. This was Dr. 
Livingstone’s first discovery, and when the news of it reached Easland 
it created a great sensation, aud the Royal Geographical Society awarded 
to Dr. Livingstone © half the Royal prewiuim fer the encouragement of 
geographical science.” We have no space to deseribe the long and weari- 
some march through the desert, with its varied incidents and startling 
novelties, For a sull description of what our enterprising traveller did ana 
saw—the narives, the mugnificeat herbage, the vast herds ol ame, not 
pheasants and partridges, but such game as Gordon Cumming stiects—we 
must refer our readers to the book itself. We will, however, just say, by 
way of stimulating their curiosity, that we are constantly meenng with 
such assages as these :—“ We found — in prodigious 1umbers,” 
- We aw specimens of the straight-ho: thiavceros.” “ We discovered 
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an entirely new species of antelone” And then what do our youthful 
readers tink of this ?—* Mr. Oswell has beeu known to kill four large

Our indefatigable traveller set cut upon his third journey in the spring 
of 1851, and he had the good fortune ty make tue discovery, in the 
centre of the Afrievo continent, of the noble river Zambesi, which falis 
into the Mozambique Channel, Greet was his delight wheu he saw this 
magnificent stream, (rom 300 to 500 yards broad, with its high banks and 
rolling waves, ina land Which our ways fad taught us hitherto was an 
urd desert, And be it remembered that this was not a mere waste of 
waters, but a mighty artery, supplying life to the population of Central 
Mtriea, and capable of bearing ships for several hundred miles of its 
course, 

Dr. Livingstone now determined to devote his tine and energies still 
farther to the work of exploring the ferra incognita of the African con- 
Unent; and having gained permis ion of the directors of the Missionary 


Society soto do, he went to the Cape, and despatched his wife and family 
oO Koglond, and then, in the begiuning of June, 1852, commenced his 
lust and longest journey—and what @ journey thet was, let the reader 


pause and imagine. Tt occured four years! It extended from = the 
outhera extremity of the continent to St. Paul de Loando, the eapital of 
Angola, on the west cost, and thea e across South Central Africa, ia an 
volque direction, to Quinmane on the eastern const, The uistance is 
over 3,000 miles—three thousand miles ci country that presents almost 
every imaginable form of hindrance, and over he greater part of which 
av European had trodden belore—and our traveller lind no European 
with him, To tollow Dr, Livingstone through this loog track is, with our 
limited space, impossible. Atl we ean do is just to give « few extracts by 
way of tasters, Luese will induce many of our readers to iurn to the 
volume itself, Our extracts are not all taken from the history of this 
last journey,

awellering with an amalgamation of all the attributes of all the shops to 
which T have called attention. Lt was a shop emphatically of odds and 
ends, of shreds and patches, of waifs and strays, 0! unconsidered trifles, of 
sweepings and fragments, wed bits, and rubbish, and treasures. [ was a 
mouldy, musty, and ineffably mysterious shop, and there are hundreds like 
it in London, 

The shop was full of secrets; and there were more romances of the 
aristocracy ou its custy shelves than ever Sir Bernard Burke dreamt of in 
his philosophy, ‘There were rich silks and brocades here that a bal’ spilt 
glass of wine, a sp ck of sauce from a butter-boat, a drop of wax from x 
tuper, had banished from the Queen's palace and the “ nobility’s concerts,” 
aud had relegated to the Road of Tottenham. There were ustrich feathers, 
somewhat dim and jaundiced now, ana coiffures of bird of paradise and 
marabout plumes, that bad waved over the fair heads of Eogland’s fairest, 
noblest daughters, or bedigeued the turbans of the haughtiest of dowacers, 
with a8 many creases in their chins as they had quarterings in their 
scu'cheons, There were sweeping mantles of rich silk velvets that lad 
fallen into voluptuous folds on tie cushions of the carriages of duchesses, 
but which were destined ere long to sweep the floors of casinos, and to be 
degraded by the mod of the Baymattet, There were gauzy bonnets, 
glistenivg with silver sprigs and artificial flowers, through which, however, 
the dull wire and coarse buckram began to peep, like the copper in the 
saiver whose edges only are of silver, like the flesh of the beggur’s knee 
through his torn trousers. ‘Vhere were tiny satin shoes, with blackened 
soles and sviled iusteps, ‘There were pink silk stockings by dozens, wofully 
in want of darning. There were fribbles and frabbles of lace, falling into 
rich raggedness ; toons kid boots cracked ip the upper-leathers; muffs, and 
boas, and nelerines of costly fur, where the moth had imitated the ringworm’s 
part; bridal veils, from which the silver embroidery had been rudely stripped ; 
while kid gloves, soiled and split, in piles ; sashes and scarves, tippets an 
collars, ivory tans with broken joints, dressing eases minus the silver tops 
to the bottles, jet bracelots, velvet reticules,embroidered parasols with torn 
fringe aud no taudles, smelling-bottles with no stoppers. lace pocket-hand- 
kerchiefs with ourns through the centre; «Il sorts of rich woman’s ware, 
purple Snelinen,goldsmith’s ware and lace—the whule mixed up with a chaos 
of sheets and blankets, course jean stays, flannels, nightcaps, tablecloths, pil- 
low eases, black cotton stockings, patchwork counterpanes, linsey-woolsey 
jackets, and huge buudles bursting with undeniable rags, And there was 
a musty, acrid, vap'd ordour hanging about the place, similar to that whieh 
pervaces a pawnbroker’s shop in a low neighbourhood on S turday night, 
or that department of a jail where the prisoners’ outer-world clothes are 
kept. A bigdog, who had once been white, but was now of no particular 
hue save that of dirt—a waill-eyed dog, irremediably mangy, with a chronic 
cougli, and a settled hatred to his tail, kept watch and ward in the outer 
shop, sitting by preference on a Marseilles quilt with a great russet-brown 
stain wluch looked horribly like blood upon it, and blinking lazily at one 
solitary ray of the golden autumnal light, which, ina laudable pursuit of 
polarisation under difliculties, worthy of all commendation, was fighting its 
way into the shop against the myriud motes of dust, and the foggy miasma 
of the place. 

In the room—I don’t like to eall it hole, for fear of being thought rude— 
where the old woman crouched, there were more shelves, more bundles, 
more treasures in rags, wore odds aud ends. ‘There was a portrait, too, of 
the lamented and injured Caroline of Brunswick, sometime Queen of 
Knglaad—a vile mezzotinto thing in a tawdry frame, and screened by 
a glass, cracked and smoky, representing that Royal Personage in the act 
of receiving an address /rom the ladies of England (with very sivort waists 
and enormous hats and featiers), at Brandenburg House, near Hammer- 
smith, There was a wretch of a parrot in a battered cage—a moulting 
brute, with a broken wing, plumage of sooty green, and a diabolical head, 
with eyes like the danger-lizhts on a locomotive—which shrieked, and 
croaked, and swore, and blasphemed, and swung hiwself on his rusty 
ring, like a Prophet of Evil or a bird jiaoraed by ademon. The walls 
of the room—where there were no shelves—were plastered thickly over 
with placards relating to sales by auction, chiefly of pawnbroker-’ un- 
redeemed pledges; the floor was I:ttered with torn catalogues {roa 
Oxenham’s, and Debenham and Storr’s sale-rooms; and on the ricketty 
table, amid a heap ot rags, staybusks, lace-cufls, halfpence, candle-ends, 
aud remnants ef cloth and silk, there were some hundreds—ihere could 
not have been less—of little quadrangular scraps ot pasteooard, bent, 
dirty, torn, inkstained, and pin-punctured, which the experienced eye 
would have no difficul'y in recognising at once as pawnbrokers’ dupli- 
cates. Pardon the verbosity of this description. 'The frame was us neces- 
sary as the picture ; the setting as the jewel. And there is one thing, too, 
which [ have forgotten in my inventory; this—that over the outer door 
of the shop—which was a remarkabiy villanous-looking shop, by-the-way, 
and offered uo better éalage than bundles and lace-rags—in the street there 
was this inseription—“ Mrs, Tinctop, Lapizs’ Warprosks pur. 
CHASED.” 

Mrs. Tinctop, I scorn to deceive you, was the proprietor of the shop 
where the ladies’ wardrobes were purchased ; and Mrs. TRisotop, Tain above 
hypocrisy, | hope, was Mr. Tinetop’s mamma—that Mr. Tinctop with whom 
you have beea acquainted, more or less, almost since the commencement of 
this chronicle; and, finally, Mrs, Tinetop was the veritable old lady who 
was crooning over the fire. 2 

The waill-eyed dog, who took care of the outer premises, gave an asth- 
matic growl, which ended in a squeak, as the shop-door opened, evsusing at 
the same tine aa ill-conditioned tinkle on a cracked bell; and there walked 
in, as stealthily as of yore, Mr. Seth Tinctop, genersl practitioner, 

A little balder, a liile more weazened as to countenance, a little stouter 
in figure, buy the same smooth, urbane Seth Tinetoo sill, He had mounted 
vold rimmed spectacles and gone into goloshes; he carried a fat silk um- 
breila, and wore a subs aatial watelehain, The ten years seemed to have 
Leen prosperous years, and to have done him good, 

Ule besto ed a subdued whistle of recoguition upon the dog, who imme- 
diately either achnowledged or resetited that act of courtesy, by making a 
furious onslaught upon his stump of a tail, Then Mr, Tinctop walked 
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through the miasma of decayed millinery into the hole where his mamma 
dwelt, and, with auother whistle, to which was superadded a nod, sat him- 
self down over against hee by the fireside. 

“ Good afternoon, mother.” 

These people do say “ good afternoon,” “ood morning,” “ good-bye,” 
and “ good night,” just as we Cliristians do. They are humau—they are 
mortal, Williams set his children to pray with the Italian boy belore he mur- 
dered him for the sake of his white teeth. Tt you pinch a thief, he wall cry out; 
if you prick a rascal, he will bleed; if you tickle him, he will laugh. The 
robbers of the Rhine are not always accoutred in slouched hats aud buff 
boots, und swaggering about with snickasnees, They pul on curpet-slippers 
at eventide, smoke their pipes at the ingle-avok, kiss their wives, and when 
they xo to bed, put on nighteaps with tassels aud strings that tie uader- 
neath the chin.

THE NEW PARK AT BLACKBURN. 

Apour three weeks ago, namely, the 28ed 0) October, there were grand 
doings «t Blackburn on the occasion of oproing the new public park. 
Some 15,000 strangers are reported to have been present in the towa on 
that day, Of course a procession was call+d into requisition, ‘This was 
composed of the Mayor and town council, the ‘wagistrates and clergy, the 
scholars of the grammar school, wilu hands of music, a body ot police, and 
members of some of the different triendy societies. ‘Tie procession en- 
ered the park amidst salvos of ariillery; vo only were the Sebastopol 
guns, presented to the borough by Lord Panmure, tired in rapid succession, 
bu some miniature pieces o! orduai ce, leat by Mr. Whitebynud Mr. bielden, 
contributed to do honour to the ovcasiou, aud to alarm most of ine ladies 
present, Q 

ay the time the Mayor and his friends reached the platform which had 
been erected jor the proceedings of the day, it is considered that some 50,000 
people were present. Of course, the Mayor made a speech, at the close of 
which he declared the park to be opened. ‘Dhis was followed vy a flourish 
of trumpets and another discharge, or rather roar of guns, which certainly 
inter ered for atime with Mr. Alderman Drysdule’s oratory. Silence, how- 
ever, was at length ri stored ; and the worthy Alderman thanked the Mayor 
for the fountains which graced the Park, wad which had beea given by him 
to his fellow-towasmen, 

More sp:eches, more firing of cannon, and more flourishes of trumpets 
followed, and then such o! the company has had invitations adjourned to 
a collation in the Towa Ilall, where plenty of additional speeches were 
made, The day was brought to a close by a display of fireworks in the 
Park, at which almost every one belon,ing to Blackbura was present 

No plot of land could be better adapted for the purpose of a public park 
than the one selected by the Park Committee. It is situated ou the best 
side with reference to the “smoke nuisince”—an evil inseparable froma 
large manufacturing town, It is accessible from all parts of the borough 
by means of good streets aud roads. Its surface is of such an undulating 
character as to present every possible advantage to the landscape gardener. 
There is an abundant eupply of pure spring water for feeding the lakes and 
fountains, Ths former were already excavated in one of the best positions 
on the land. here were plantations in existence which added to the at- 
tractions of the scenery. Tere was plenty of stone at hand tor the erec- 
tion of the boundary walls, and for the coastruction of the roads and foot- 
paths. ‘The soil in many parts was good, and was favourably situated as 
to shelter, The area of the park is nore extensive than that of any similar 
recreation ground in the North of England, being 50 acresiuextent. Every 
20 yards of the ascent from the Preston Koad to the summit of Revidge 
(the lottiest point ia the park) commands a fresh aud coustantly-expanding 
prospect. Trom the highest part of the land may be seen a vast extent of 
country, chiefly hilly and mountainous, which may be seeu to advantage on 
aciear day. When an observatory is erected the prospect will be vastly 
enlarged. We venture to say that taking a boundary line from point to 
point as visible on the horizon, such line would measure more than 500 
miles, There are few places iu the kingdom from whieli such an expansive 
view can be obtained. In one dirvetion the spectator would behold 
the valley in which Blackburn and Darwen are si uated—the richily- 
wooded scenery in Livesey, Pieasington und Keniscowles—tie bold ou live 
of the hills extencing from Darwen Moor to Hambietoa Uill—the 
proud crest of Pendle Hill—ihe busy hives o! idust.y between Biackbura 
and Accrington, and the windings of the canal and railways, with their

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THE NEW LANDING-STAGE AT LIVERPOOL. : 
Tne great landing-stage at Liverpool, erected at a cost of £140.000, is 
one of the of that wonderful city,  [tstrets hes fromthe southern 
most point uf Princes’-pier, to whieh it is attoched by tour bridzes. Toe 
floor of the stage is 1 O00 feet long by S2 feet wide, and horizontal through. 
out its whoie length, with the exception of 9 sligh' ly-de pressed portion at 
each end, tor the convenience of loading and unloading the smaller class 
of steamers. ‘Thos immense p!at orm is supported on sixty-three rectan- 
gular water-ticht pontoons, lid p rallel to cach other, and secured in their 
places by three rows of helsons, the stave being moored hy heavy chains, 
and counected with the pier by the tour bridges just mentioned. ; lo 
keep the stage from being as little ob-t-uctive in the stresm of the river 
ax ossible, the four bridges were " de so short that, at low water, the in- 
cline is so preeipitate as to make it impossible to convey heavy luggage up 
or down with safety, To remedy this, we understand the engineer, 
Sir William Cubitt, has it in contemplation to adopt meehanical 
means for assisting carts up and easing their descent, when the 
inclined plane is so steep that the bridges cannot otherwise be ren- 
dered available for heavy traffic.

Justice Coleridge upon this and similar 
eases will probably be read with interest, as they certainly will ce with ac- 
quiescence, by tha’ somewhat considerable portion of mankind not entrusted 
with the management of nauper institutions, The learned Judge is re- 
ported to have said that he “thought it rignt to add, as a general renark 
with regard to bodies of this kind, that it was not desirable to treat with 
too strong a hand inferior persons in the situation of Goodwin, who were 
bold enough t» make such allegations. Hexven knows that a schoolmaster, 
perhaps in their employ, but at all events very much under their influence, 
must have difficulties enongh in br'nging forward a case of this description. 
One also knows how extremely difficult it must be tor the paupers them- 
selves to expose malpractices ‘rom which they suffer. Abuses in these 
institutions were among the most mischievous and oppressive that c uld be, 
and therefore he should be very sorry to hola too strict a hand over such 
inquiries us that sought by the defendant in this case.”

The master, Captain Scott, the 
chiel wate (Mr. Rowlano), eighteen seamen, avd one Chinese girl, lost their 
lives; the others of the crew (twenty-five in number) got safely ashore, 

Loss oF A CANADIAN STEAMER AND Twenty Lives. — The Canadian 
steamer Reindeer, ran between Chirsgo and Montrea!. She cleared from the 
former port on the 16th ult. with 15,000 bushels of wheat, consigned to persons 
in Montreal, On the night of the 19th, when off Great Point Au Sauble, on the 
Michigan shore, she was met by a heavy gale, and Captain Patterson, finding 
that she would not weather it, hoisted all sail and beaded for the shore. 
The moment she touched the ground the steamer went to pieces, and owing to 
the distance from the beach and violence of the surf, oniy two persons succeeded 
in reaching the land, It is thought the steamer had but few if any passengers 
on board, The officers and crew nambered about twenty-two men. 

Our Coustermen,— The “Dublin Nation” makes us this portrait of an 
Englishman :—Lbe Englishman excels in a fonl, fiendish, beastly ferocity, that 
has no parailel. He handles the corpse a8 he would the carcass of a pig; he 
carves it, he boils it, he pickles it, he stows it away tidily into his carpet bag;

The 
superior coolness of the Anglo-Saxon! The Celt, on the other hand, merely shoots 
his victim, and, #0 fur from offering indignity to the corpse, leaves it unnfled 
and untouched.” 

Poor-RATES AND PAUPERISM.—A return moved for last session by Edward 
Bouverie, M.P., gives the ome particulars of poor-rates and pauperism in 
England and the Principality ef Wales :—It ould appear that on the lst of 
July last, in 628 unions, having an aggregate population of 16 602,776 persons 
(nearly the entire population of Englanu and \\ales, which was by the Jast 
census 17,927,609), there were 102,123 in-door paupers—viz., 26,815 moles, 
31,861 females, and 13,447 ebildren under the age of sixteen years. There were 
also 1.286 vayrants relieved in workbouses; making a grand total of 103,409 
in-door paupers. The industrial statistics prefixed to these figures inform us 
that the ratio of those employed in the mechanical arts, trade, and in domestic 
service was 29.9 per cent; (Engiaud and Wales aione); those employed in agri- 
culture 17.0 per cent ; those employed in manufactures 8.5; and those employed 
in mining and mmeral works, 6.5 per cent. Throughout the whole kingdom the 
per centage was—mechanical aris, trade, &e., 45.0, agriculture, 4.6, manufac. 
turers 65, 01d moaning 63 percent. The nett toral number of out-door paupers 
on the Ist of July last was 789.640, including 124,498 males, 809,742 females 
(adults), and 251,701 children under gix'een, Besides 709 vagrants. The figures 
exhibit a decrease of panperism as compared with July, 1856, of 1.5 per cent. 

Tak Conspiracy IN Sexvia.—With reference to the conspiracy recently 
detected, the semi-oflicial “ Srbske Novine” publicly accuses the ex-Hospodar 

Milosch of being covcerned in it, observing, “During the exanvination of the 
persons orrested, it was proved that some of ihe conspirators had received 
money from Prince “ilosch. His plenipotentiary, Dr. Patzel, brought 5,000 
ducais bere, and 1 000 of them were given to the hired assessin.” The general 
se at, Belgrade is said to be that the Russians had nothing to do with the 
plot.

Many Catholics will no doubt be surprised to learn how 
much forbearance they have unconscivusly displayed im the matter of 
crackers, 

A question of considerable importance was argued on Monday last at the 
Insolvent Court. An insolvent had been arrested upon a county-court com- 
mitment, alter having obtained protection from the Insolvent Court. The 
Commissioner held, however, that, as the committal had been granted for 
non-appearance on the part of the defendant, and not for non-payment of 
the amount claimed, and as, moreover, the date of the commitment was 
anterior to that of the protection, the prisoner was not entitled to be dis- 
charged. The practical bearing of this judgment is, that it is incumbent 
upon an insolvent, when summoned to a county court on a judgment, to 
aitend such summons and state his circumstances, instead of lying by, con- 
fiding in his insolvency. 

In the Queen’s Bench, ix re Macintosh, it has been decided that a 
person attending as witness upon an arbitration under sanction of the 
court, is privileged from arrest, although his attendance may be voluntary 
and not upon a subpena. 

A man went to Bow Street Police-court, and there public!y made astate- 
ment to the sitting magistrate to the foliowing effect:—Uhe applicant a 
few weeks since was going home about half-past nine o'clock im tice 
evening, when three policemen attempted to take him into custody, just at 
his own door, After he had rung his own bell they attempted to drag him 
away, and as he clung to the railings one of then bent ba k and broke his 
thamb, forcing the fractured bone through the skin. He had since been 
obliged to have his thumb amputated. Such was the statement, and 
whether true or not, is not of so much impor'arce as the manner in which 
it was met by Mr. Hammill. “{ suppose,” said the mrgistrate, “you 
think they ought not to meddle with you?” Applicant confessed to that 
notion. “But if you were drunk they were right to take you into 
custody ?” “Yes, but not to break my thuinb.” Mr. Hammill—* Surely 
you dou’t maintain that that was done for the purpose?” Applicant— 
* Yes, I believe it was, and all the satisfaction I can get is, that they send 
me from the station the nares of two of them.” Mr. Hammill—* L have 
no doubt they will give you the other; but for my part, I don’t recommend 
you to do anything more in it—you will only give yourself useless trouble.” 
This little episode of police justice seems, to our fancy, better suited 
to the climate of Naples or Austma than to that of Enyvland, 
The assumption of the magistrate, that a policeman is justitied 
in capturing a man about to enter his own door, simply because the 
man is intoxicated, embodies an idea of a policeman’s duty certainly 
novel to us, Scores of drunken men may be seen about the streets any 
night, unmolested by the police, unless the sots happen to be disorderly, or 
unless the policeman, finding himself dull, wishes for a little excitement 
or unless the constable captures a well-dressed man to prevent his being 
robbed, or sees him home in hope of a gratuity. The removal of a drank- 
ard trom the street is only authorised by the law in order to relieve the 
public trom a nuisance; but no end whatever, beyond the gratification of a 

liceman, is to be obtained by dragging an intoxicated man from his own 

ouse when he is about to enter it. As for the concluding por'ion of Mr, 
Hammill’s remarks, they appear to us tantamount to a magisterial declara- 
tion, that when policemen exceed their duty and commit acts of unau- 
thorised brutality, it is in vain for the victims to complain or hope for redress, 
Of course this state of things actually exists, since Mr. Hammill telis us 
so, and Mr, Hammill deserves public gratitude for his official announce. 
ment of the fact.
